Telephone/Computer 
Ordinance Update 


21-2-108: Unlawful use of telephone or 
computer: 


A. It shall be unlawful for any person, by 
means or use of a telephone, to 
intentionally, knowingly, or recklessly disturb 
or tend to disturb the peace, quiet, or right 
of privacy of any person or family, or harass 
any person or family by: 


1. Making a telephone call or causing the 
telephone to ring repeatedly whether or not 
a conversation ensues, with no purpose of 
legitimate conversation; or 

2. Making a single or repeated 
communication t inconvenient hours or in 
offensively coarse, obscene or profane 
language; or 

3. Attempting to extort money or other 
things of value; or 

4, Threatening any physical 
violence. 


harm or 


B. It shall be unlawful for any person by 
means of a computer, to intentionally 
disturb the peace, quiet or right of 
privacy or a person or family, or harass 
that person or family, by a single or 
repeated communication which causes 
an other to make a single or repeated 
telephone communication whether or 
not a conversation ensues, with no 
purpose of legitimate conversation, or at 
inconvenient hours or in offensively 
coarse, obscene, or profane language. 


C. As in Subsection A2, or section B above, 
unless the context otherwise requires, 
“obscene” means a patently offensive 
description of ultimate sexual acts or 
solicitation to commit ultimate sexual acts, 
whether or not said ultimate sexual acts are 
normal or perverted, actual or simulated, 
including masturbation, —_cunnuilingus, 
fellatio, anilingus, or excretory functions. 


D. Ant act prohibited by subsections A and 
B above may be deemed to have occurred 
or to have been committed at the place at 
which the transmission was either made or 
received. 


E. This section (unlawful use of the 
telephone or computer) shall not apply 
to any person acting in their capacity as 
a common carrier, electronic system 
provider, or computer system operator.
